when, after « good contest, the latter was vanquished easily at the finish by seven 
feet, Linsley is a fine specimen of the athlete and, besides being a strong runner,

Thero is no disturbance, oven on 
the most crowded aay, no riotous proceedings, and nothing that 
might shock morality. The ground regulations are of the most com-
